A ll m em bers of coun cil were

w ith about th irty 
citizen s. 
M ay or H all presided. 
A petition filed by Georg e T. A ult- 
m an askin g th a t the city w ater m ain s 
be exten ded on H arrison street to a 
poin t eig hty feet south of F irst street, 
was g ran ted on m otion of Mr. Youn g . 
U pon 
m otion 
of Mr. 
K elley a 
petition filed by R. 
A. In n is, H. E. 
B arrett an d A. F. S tew art, trustees 
of the U. P. church, askin g for an 
electric 
curron t 
to lig h t the 
n ew 
church, was g ran ted. 
In a messag e to coun cil M ay or H all 
reported th a t he had looked up the law 
re la tin g the salaries of city officials in 
referen ce to in creasin g the C ity C lerk’s 
salary an d th a t he in terpreted it to 
m ean th at the salary could n ot be 
chan g ed durin g Mr. L akin ’s term of 
office 
a fte r it had been fixed. 
He 
therefore objected to the clause in the 
salary ordin an ce adopted a t the last 
m eetin g , w hich in creased C ity C lerk 
L akin ’s salary from #500 to $000 an d 
stated th a t if coun cil desired the ordi­ 
n an ce to stan d, 
it m ust pass it over 
his veto. 
On m otion of Mr. Frazee, 
coun cil passed th e ordin an ce, over the 
M avor’s veto, by a un an im ous vote.

C ity E n g in eer Georg e R. K elley re ­ 
ported th a t the n ew side w alks on the 
n orth side of T h ird stree t w est of th e 
L. 
E. & W. tracks if th e g rades were 
chan g ed th a t n o 
property 
ow n ers 
w ould be effected. 
The property ow n ­ 
ers alon g T hird street had com plain ed 
of the presen t g rades, w hich if the n ew 
w alks w ere laid, w ould place them 
eig hteen 
in ches above th eir y aids 
C ity E n g in eer K elley sug g ested th at 
the city re-advertise for bids. 
C ity C lerk L akin an n oun ced th a t 
he still held H erkless Bros, certified 
check, g iven a t the tim e th eir bid on 
the 
T hird street im provem en t was 
subm itted. 
Mr. F razee moved 
th at 
th e bid of H erkless Bros, be rejected 
am i the check return ed. 
The m otion 
carried. 
U pon m otion of Mr 
Frazee, C ity 
C lerk L akin was in structed to re a d­ 
vertise for bids on the T hird street im ­ 
provem en t. 
T here was some discussion as to the 
w idth of the w alk to be laid. 
Several 
T h ird street residen ts g ave th eir view s 
on the subject. 
Some w an ted a four 
foot walk an d some a five foot walk 
A five foot walk, as specified in O rdi­ 
n an ce No. 41, reg ulatin g the con struc­ 
tion of cem en t w alks throug hout the 
city , was fin ally decided upon . 
The con tract for the con struction of 
the n ow cem en t w alk on the N orth 
side of S ixth street east of Perkin s, 
was aw arded to Herkless Bros, at the 
follow in g pric e s: Cem en t 
walk, per 
square foot, 
16 3^ 0 ; street an d alley 
crossin g s, per square foot, 22o; ston e 
curb, per foot, 45c ; cem en t g utters, per 
foot 8 3c. 
H erkless Bros, 
were 
the 
on lv bidders. 
All of the E ast Sixth 
street property ow n ers w ith the ex­ 
ception of Messrs. R hoden baug h an d 
C raw ford an d Mrs. Pug h, have con ­ 
structed th eir w alks by private con ­ 
trac t.

appeared before 
coun cil an d asked th at it g o ahead 
w ith the 
con struction ol the n ew 
g utters on both sides of Sexton street, 
n orth of F ourth street. 
A petition 
askin g for the g utters, was followed 
by a rem on stran ce ag ain st it, the re- 
m on strators claim in g th a t the street 
should be g raded before the g utters 
w ere put in . 
U pon the m otion of Mr. Frazee, the 
petition was g ran ted an d the rem on s­ 
tran ce turn ed dow n . 
C ity A ttorn ey 
Y oun g was in structed to prepare a 
resolution , providin g for the con s true - 


feoiu of the g utters to be in troduced 


a t the n ext m eetin g . 


C ity C lerk Lakin was authorized to 
n otify the C. H. & D. to fill the larg e 
hole on its g roun d west of its passen g er 
depot. 
The 
resolution providin g for the 
in crease of Policem an P rice’s salary 
to #6 0 per m on th on accoun t of his 
duties as hum an e officer, then came 
up 
for 
con sideration . 
M ay or Hall 
open ed the fig ht on the m easure, 
by 
readin g from section 174 of the In dian a 
cities an d tow n s law as follow s: “ In 
every city of this S tate there shall be 
appoin ted a m em ber of the police force 
who shall be kn ow n as the hum an e 
officer of such c ity *Ld whose duty 
it shall be to atten d to the detection 
an d arrest of person ’s violatin g the 
hum an e 
statutes of the State. 
He 
shall receive the same pay as other 
police officers of the city an d shall be 
subject in like m an n er to the con trol 
an d desciplipe of the police a uth ori­ 
ties. ’’ 
M ay or H all g ave it as his opin ­ 
ion a fte r 
readin g the law , th a t in 
order to in crease Mr. P ric e ’s salary it 
would be n ecessary to in crease the 
salaries of th e 'e n tire force. 
Mr. Frazee moved th a t t' e resolu­ 
tion be chan g ed so 
th a t Mr. P rice 
could be paid $8 0 per m on th beg in n in g 
Jun e 1. 
The m otion was secon ded by 
Mr. Y oun g an d adopted, Mr. K elley , 
the m in ority m em ber, votin g w ith the 
m ajority .

R iley , secretary of the In dian a R a il­ 
road Com m ission , 
callin g coun cil’s 
atten tion to the fact th at n othin g as 
y et had been placed as a safeg uard 
at the C. H. <& D. P en n sy lvan ia cross­ 
in g on F ourth street w here the wreck 
occurred 
last A ug ust. 
M ay or H all 
said th at both roads has failed to keep 
th eir prom ises to safeg uard the cross­ 
in g . 
A fter con siderable discussion it 
was decieded th a t the citv had n o 
jurisdiction in the m atter an d C ity 
Clerk Lakin was in structed to uotify 
the R ailroad com m ission to take w h a t­ 
ever action in the m atter they deemed 
best. 
C oun cilm an Y oun g called atten tion 
to the com plain t on accoun t of the 
pow er house sew er 
alon g tn e m ill 
race. 
C oun cil favored com pletin g it, 
ami upon m otion of Mr. F r a z e e , the 
m atter was referred to the stree t com ­ 
m ittee w ith pow er to act.

Dr. D illon , Mrs. N ew kirk, J. O. A l­ 
g er, G. P. M cCarty an d others, was 
presen ted askin g th a t the street be

brick, as petition ed for by A. B. Irvin 
an d others. 
Messrs Crosby et al. con ten ded th a t 
the cost of a brick street w on ld be 
g reater than the ben efits, an d th a t a 
brick street oug ht n ot be put in before 
sewerag e. 
W hen the petition was in troduced 
C oun cilm an Rey n olds, who is* him ­ 
self, a T en th street residen t, moved 
th a t the

C oun cilm an Rey n olds said th a t there 
was a differen ce am on g th e residen ts 
con cern in g the w idth of the street an d 
he did n ot believe th at they could g et 
tog ether on an y thin g . 
“ Well 1 w an t the people n p there to 
have w hat they w a n t” said C oun cil­ 
m an Frazee, who favored a 24 foot 
brick street. 
Mr. Irvin said th a t a 24 foot brick 
street w on ld n ot cost m ore than a 
m acadam street th irty feet wide. 
He 
did n ot w ish an ]expen sive street either. 
M ay or fH all said th a t it w ould be 
best foi C oun cil to decide on the kin d 
of a street to be pn t in an d then adopt 
a resolution declarin g for it. 


Y our hon or” 
said Mr. 
Crosby 
addressin g the M ay or “ I do n ot thin k 
th a t it is n ecessary to dra ft a resolu­ 
tion . 
If I un derstan d the m atter cor- 
rcetly the old resolution is correct an d 
th a t the con tractor Mr. H erkless bid 
on a cem en t curb in stead of a ston e 
curb.

Georg e R. K elley , city en g in eer, ex­ 
plain ed th a t 
the old resolution was 
defective an d sug g ested th a t C oun cil 
draw tw o resolution s, on e providin g 
for a brick street, an d the other for a 
m acadam stree, advertise for bids, de­ 
term in e the relative cost of both kin d 
of street an d^select the cheapest. 
Mr. Irvin sided w ith Mr. K elley but 
Mr. Crosby held out for some little 
w hile. ‘‘The trouble[w ith y ou people” 
said Mr. Irvin , addressin g Mr. Crosby 
“ is th a t y ou don ’t un derstan d the s it­ 
uation . ’ ’

It w ill n ot be very m an y weeks un ­ 
til a han dsom e n ew eig ht room w ard 
school buildin g w ill g race the lots on 
the N orth east corn er of E ig h t an d 
Jackson streets. 
The city school board last n ig h t, at 
the office of the Presiden t. G ates Sex­ 
ton , aw arded the con tract for the erec­ 
tion of the buildin g to M orris Win - 
ship, of this city , who was the lowest 
bidder. 
Mr. W in ship ag reed to erect 
the buildin g furn ishin g all m aterial 
an d labor for #16 ,7 8 1.6 0. 
A lthoug h about ten con tractors from 
M un cie, K ushville, C olum bus an d In d­ 
ian apolis, 
were represen ted at the 
m eetin g , on ly six firms bid on the con ­ 
tract. 
A ll of the bidders ag reed to 
furn ish all labor an d m aterial an d 
specified 
w hat kin d of 
brick they 
would use. 
Mr. W in ship w ill use the 
R n shville B n ck C om pan y ’s brick. 
O ther than Mr. W in ship’s bid, the 
bids were 
as follow s: 
P h il W’ilk,

W ashington, June 20.—W ith prac­ 
tical unanim ity the house adopted the 
substitute am endm ent for the Bevel 
idge am endm ent to the agricultural 
appropriation bill relating to meat 
inspection, the objectionable feature 
of form er am endm ents being elim inat­ 
ed and the am endm ent perfected to 
m eet the wishes of th e president. 
An 
effort was m ade to extend the tim e 
of debate, but Mr. W adsworth, chair­ 
man of the com m ittee on agriculture, 
desiring to get the bill into conference 
as soon as possible, objected to the 
granting of additional tim e, although 
nearly an hour was consum ed in the 
explanation and debate upon the m eas­ 
ure. A fter the adoption of the am end­ 
m ent the bill was sent to conference, 
the conferees being Mr. W adsw orth, 
Mr. Scott (K an.) and Mr. Lam b (Va.). 
Im m ediately after the disposition of 
the 
agricultural 
appropriation 
bill, 
bills under suspension 
of the rules 
were passed. Among the m ore im port­ 
ant was the bill in relation to the im­ 
m unity of w itnesses in governm ent 
cases; to establish the standard of 
value and to provide for a coinage sys­ 
tem in the Philippines and granting 
the right to the city of St. Louis to 
erect a free bridge across the M issis­ 
sippi river at that point. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Champ 
Clark of Missouri and Mr. W illiam s of 
M ississippi, the bill known as the sub­ 
sidiary silver coinage m easure failed 
of securing enough votes to pass it un­ 
der the rule. 
Mr. Clark led the fight 
against the bill on the ground th at it 
was a schem e to contract the curren­ 
cy. 
The bill provides th at not m ore 
than five m illions of abraded uncur­ 
rent silver dollars may be coined Into 
dim es, quarters and halves. 
This, Mr. 
Clark said, m eant eventually the com­ 
plete retirem ent of the silver dollar. 


Canal Talk in Senate.

The recent failure to convict the 
beef packers in Chicago of conspiracy 
under the in terstate com m erce law 
because of the claim of im m unity set 
up by them and sustained by the court, 
has given congress no end of anxious 
m om ents, with a view of enacting 
some law th at will rem edy the defects 
from which the governm ent suffered 
by reason of Judge H um phrey’s de­ 
cision. 
The senate passed a bill on 
the subject which the house has also 
passed, inserting an entire new bill 
after the enacting clause. 
It will now 
go to conference. 
From present indications the con­ 
ferees on the railroad rate bill will not 
reach an agreem ent until som e time 
next week, which in all probability 
w ill be the last week of the session. 
The purpose of w ithholding th eir re­ 
port. it is said, is to avoid a repetition 
of the long debate In the senate which 
followed the recent report of the con­ 
ferees.

STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS 


New Dev elo pments Arise In the Kinan 
Case at New Yo rk. 
New York , June 20.—A secret closet 
containing tw o daggers and a secret 
room filled with silverw are, clothing 
and bric-a-brac, were the latest and 
m ost startling discoveries m ade by the 
police at the old Stanton hom estead in 
the Bronx, where Mrs. Alice Kinan 
was clubbed to death on June 
8. 
The secret apartm ent containing a 
chest of silver and a m iscellaneous as­ 
sortm ent of clothing is directly behind 
a room tha t was occupied by Mrs. 
Kinan. 
The only opening is a door 
m ade to resem ble a false window, 
which was covered by a bureau. 
The 
plate found by the searchers is said 
to be w orth about $1.000. 
No arrest 
has y et been made by the officers who 
are tnvestigfilng Mrs. K inan’s death. 
L ater in the day the searchers cam e 
across five trunk s in another of the 
upstairs rooms in the house. 
These 
trunk s were filled w ith new goods, the 
tags on which had never been rem ov­ 
ed. 
The tags bore the nam es of ha’f 
a dozen of the big departm ent stores. 
Included in the contents of the trunk s 
were new toilet sets, some of silver 
and some of ivory , and all costly and 
all encased in handsom e plush-covered 
boxes; pock etk nives, expensive hand­ 
bags; high-class stationery , costly ta ­ 
ble 
linen; 
carpenters’ 
tools, 
dress 
goods In bolts, expensive hand m ir­ 
rors, etc., all representing a value of 
many hundreds of dollars. 


Suicide’s Bo dy Unclaimed. 
Princeton, Ind., June 20.—The rela­ 
tives of J. B. Holmes erf Jeffersonville, 
who com m itted suicide in a hotel in 
this city , refused to receive the body , 
and it was buried here. 
His widow' 
requested that all his personal effects 
b© buried with him, and this was done.

Arriv al o f Haako n VII and His Queen 
at Tro ndjheui the Signal Fo r an 
Lamest No rse Welco me. 


Away Up Theae Where the Summer 
So n D oes No t Set the Natio ns 
Hate Gathered. 


TYondhjem, June 20— King H aak on 
VII., his ”queen and his son are today 
in the ancient capital of H aak on the 
Goad, w here Norway was first cre­ 
ated a nation. 
They cam e at 6 :3 0 
o'clock last evening in the gunboat 
Heimdal. 
The elaborate preparations 
for their reception had hardly been 
com pleted before the crowd began to 
congregate along the route of proces­ 
sion. 
Expectation had made the or­ 
dinarily grave 
N orw egians P arisians 
in their gay ety . 
They w aited in the 
noonday sun that stream s upon Trond- 
hjem long after other suns have s e t 
At five m inutes after 
6 o’clock the 
guns of the Danish w arship Hek la 
booming the 
roy al salute gave the 
crowds the dram atic announcem ent 
that the k ing’s y acht was approaching. 
The full salute was fired and the gran­ 
ite walls of the fiord had not ceased 
echoing It before the Heim dal round­ 
ed the prom ontory . 
Tb<* crowds w ait­ 
ed silently until the y acht entered her 
slip, when they brok e Into the short, 
sharp hurrahs that express Norwe­ 
gian enthusiasm . 
The first figure dis­ 
cernible upon the deck was the won­ 
derful llttlo Crown Prince Olaf in a 
w hite sailor suit, held high above the 
rail by his nurse and showing a pre­ 
cocious interest in the scene. 
The k tng soon Joined the prince and 
the crowd bark ed out another cheer, 
which was renewed when Queen Maud 
appeared. 
King Haak on is extrem ely 
handsom e, and his tall, slender figure 
look ed exceedingly w'ell In an adm ir­ 
al’s uniform. 
The m em bers of the roy al family 
speedily landed and shook hands with 
the m em bers of the diplom atic corps, 
the m unicipal officials and arm y and 
navy officers 
The k ing conversed 
briefly with several of the diplomats. 
The m unicipality presented an address 
of welcome, for which King Haak on 
returned his thank s. 
Then, tak ing 
Crown P rince Olaf in his arm s, the 
k ing, accom panied by Queen Maud, 
entered a carriage and, escorted by a 
troop of cavalry , drove to the palace 
through cheering crowds. 
Throngs of 
people 
surrounded 
the 
palace 
for 
hours and cheered the k ing and queen 
when they appeared at a window. 
To­ 
day the people are full of enthusiasm 
in expectation of the coronation cere­ 
monies tom orrow. 
Though Trondhjem . the ancient cap­ 
ital of the Vik ing fathers, lies in the 
very frontier of civilization, it is a 
m odern town, Imbued w ith 
a spirit of 
progress surprising to visitors. 
Just 
now It is beautifully freshened with 
w hite paint glaring under a sum m er 
sun that shines tw enty -four hours con­ 
secutively and in a w hite day light that 
never com pletely dark ens.

to
